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HARD AT WORK ON THE NEW 



"Have you been down to see the 
work on the new dam?" is now the 
leading question of the hour and day. 
Work is progressing as fast as cir- 
cumstances will permit. A large 
force of men are engaged in clearing 
away the debris, mud, dirt and rock 
from the bed of the old mill pool, 
which has been pumped out ready 
for the work. The work of drilling 
is being done by hand, the steam 
drills that were ordered for the pur- 
pose not having arrived. 

There has been much speculation 
as to the design and dimensions of 
the new structure, so that the fol- 
lowing data has been given out for 
the information of the public: When 
the preliminary work has been com- 
pleted the solid rock will be exca- 
vated to a depth of twelve inches, to 
re as a foundation for the dam 
;r. The dam will be eighteen 
at the base, with an additional 
of a three-foot channel 
in the solid rock, extending length- 
wise in order to prevent any pene- 
tration of water beneath the struct- 
ure. The face or upper side of the 
dam, will be vertical, the lower side 
being concave, rounding at the top 
to twelve inches. The extreme height 
will be approximately nineteen feet 
above the solid rock. The dam will 
be built in four sections, having con- 
struction joints at intervals of thir- 
ty-two feet. The dam will be lo- 
cated with reference to the old dam 
In close proximity to the east end, 
the end next to the plant of the Paris 
Milling Co.. but the west end will be 
the stream a distance of forty- 
feet from the old dam.

of the man slain by Goebel. At 
the election that year, Judge Car- 
roll refrain from voting for Mr. 
Goebel, voting the remainder of the 
Democratic ticket. He did not vote 
for Goebel's Republican opponent and 
has never voted for a Republican in 
his life. A few years later, with 
all the facts known, he was unani- 
mously elected Appellate Court Com- 
missioner by a Democratic Court. 
When Judge Cantrill, who had tried 
the assassins of Goebel, resigned as 
a member of the Court of Appeals on 
account of ill health he made a per- 
sonal request of Gov. Beckham, Mr. 
Goebel's successor, that Judge Car- 
roll be appointed in his place. Gov. 
Beckham complied with this request 
and the Commission issued by him to 
Judge Carroll was delivered by 
the Commonwealth's Attorney, R. 
B. Franklin, who had prosecuted the 
Goebel assassins. I might add that 
Judge Carroll had no more enthusi- 
astic supporters than the Hon. South 
Trimble, who was Speaker of the 
House when Goebel was declared 
Governor and who was chased 
through the streets of Frankfort by 
the Taylor and Powers Army." 

In view of the circulation of these 
reports, I deem it not improper that 
the Democrats of Kentucky should be 
made acquainted with the political 
record of Gov. James D. Black. It is 
a sad record, indeed. Black was a 
candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor in 1900; he 
made a creditable race, but was de- 
feated by Governor Beckham. In 

1902, he again "shied his castor into 
the ring." but in December of that 
year, in an impassioned card he with- 
drew from the race. The next we 
hear from him appears in the Cour- 
ier-Journal of June 17, 1903, in the 
following news item: 

"John A. Black, who secured the 
nomination for Treasurer, is also a 
lawyer. He comes from Knox 
county of the Eleventh Dis- 
trict. He is a typical mountain man 
and speaks with the drawl of the men 
of that region. Mr. Black is a 
brother of James D. Black, who was 
a candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor. Judge Black 
is now a follower of the Republican 
ticket and was a delegate to the Con- 
vention." 

No denial 'of the statement has 
ever been made, but in order to 
show that the Courier-Journal re- 
porter was correct, I refer you to an 
editorial which appeared on July 21, 

1903. just four days after the Re- 
publican State Convention, in the 
Somerset Journal, which at that time 
was the only Democratic paper pub- 
lished in Judge Black's Congres- 
sional District, edited by the late 
F. J. Campbell. The editorial reads 
as follows:

ROAD FUNDS BASED ON FULL 
COUNTY VALUATION. 

The entire property of a county 
which was listed for taxation should 
be used in determining the amount 
that the various counties are entitled 
to receive from the State roads fund. 
This opinion was given Rodman 
Wiley, Commissioner of Public Roads, 
by Assistant Attorney General D. O. 
Myatt, in construing Section 435x-18 
of the Kentucky Statues. Commis- 
sioner Wiley wanted to know wheth- 
er the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty of the various counties is to be 
construed as the valuation of the 
property listed for the purposes of 
State taxation, or whether it is con- 
fined to that class of property which 
is subject to the county or local tax- 
ation. 

The purpose of the section, Myatt 
says, was to classify the various 
counties of the State for the purpose 
of participating in the State roads 
fund so as to assist the poorer coun- 
ties in carrying on the road work 
upon the State aid plan.

Republicans in Congress have 
abolished the only exclusively negro 
bureau that has ever existed in the 
history of the American Govern- 
ment. 

The bureau was the Division of 
Negro Economics of the Department 
of Labor. The division was estab- 
lished early in 1918 and had as its 
head Dr. George E. Haynes, of Tenn- 
essee. There were ten assistants and 
clerks in the Washington office and 
field supervisors were in twelve or 
fourteen States, largely in the South. 
The division had supervision of prac- 
tically all of the Department of La- 
bor's work that affected the negro. 

Maintenance of the bureau last 
year cost only about $50,000. Sena- 
tors Swanson. of Virginia, and Mc- 
Keller, of Tennessee, Democrats, 
made a fight to continue the appro- 
priation for the division, but the Re- 
publican majority in both branches 
of Congress defeated the measure 
and the bureau ceased to exist with 
the beginning of the new fiscal year, 
July 1.

A great difficulty with American 
trade has encountered in foreign 
countries is the cautious attitude of 
natives toward a new proposition. 
For example, it is no easy matter to 
convince the people of an Indian vil- 
lage that an American chair is a de- 
sirable piece of furniture. The na- 
tive sees chairs in process of con- 
struction from harmless pieces of 
wood. He gets used to the idea of a 
chair.

ENORMOUS AMOUNTS OF FOOD IN 
COLD STORAGE. 



In a report issued officials of the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture 
declare that enormous quantities of 
meat, butter and eggs are now in 
storage in Chicago warehouses, 
chiefly under control of the five big 
packers. The report states that since 
the last regular compilation of fig- 
ures June 1, the stocks of these com- 
modities have grown in abnormal 
proportions and that their release 
would go far toward relieving the 
present shortage and tend to reduce 
prices. 

According to the report the fol- 
lowing quantities are at present 
stored in Chicago: 

Beef, 85,971,000 pounds. 

Pork, 70,517,000 pounds. 

Butter, 70,517,000 pounds. 

Eggs, 1,280,000 cases, or 360,000,- 
000 dozen eggs. 

The figures in the report will be 
used by District Attorney Clyne in 
the Federal Government's inquiry 
into the high cost of food products in 
Chicago.

3.000.000 SOLDIERS DROP THEIR 
WAR INSURANCE. 

Approximately three-fourths of the 
4,000,000 officers and enlisted men in 
the military service who obtained 
Government insurance policies 
through the War Risk Insurance Bu- 
reau during the war have failed to 
continue payments, it was disclosed 
during the meetings of the Bureau's 
Advisory Committee of thirteen, at 
Washington, headed by Charles 
Evans Hughes. 

Failure of many policy holders to 
continue payments was attributed 
largely to the fact that the Bureau 
is unable to communicate with them 
as 30 per centum of the addresses of 
discharged soldiers are incorrect. 

To maintain constant personal con- 
tact with policyholders, the commit- 
tee recommended that th'j Bureau es- 
tablish local representatives in each 
State or in such districts as it may 
seem advisable to divide the country. 
As a further means of informing 
policyholders as to their privileges 
and obligations, an adequate adver- 
tising and publicity campaign should 
be inaugurated, it was suggested.

Years ago the old Bourbon Fair, 
at that time the oldest agricultural 
fair in the United States, was the 
Mecca to which hundreds turned 
each year, for there they renewed old 
acquaintances of the long ago, and 
made new ones. For many years it 
reigned supreme as the greatest fair 
in the country. In late years it dis- 
appeared and with it the old-time 
hospitality that made Bourbon coun- 
ty famous. 

A few days ago THE NEWS man, 
in hunting through a pile of clip- 
pings, came upon one relating to the 
•old Bourbon Fair, printed in the 
Ninth Legion, published at Cincin- 
nati by Samuel Pike, one of the pio- 
neer publishers and editors of his 
day. The article, which bore date 
of Saturday, September 12, 1860, 
under the heading "The Bourbon 
Fair," is reproduced below, believing 
that it will be of interest to the read- 
ers of THE NEWS: 

"The Bourbon Fair. 

"This grand af-fair commenced on 
Tuesday last. The morning was un- 
favorable; still a respectable crowd 
was in attendance. On Wednesday, 
hundreds who would have been there, 
were attracted to Lexington to hear 
the Nation's favorite address the 
people, and consequently, the turn 
out was not so large as usual. On 
that day, however, it was given out 
(and the report gained credence,) 
that the Hon. John C. Breckinridge 
would be present on Thursday, and 
perhaps, address the people. This 
was enough to arouse the people of 
Bourbon and the surrounding coun- 
ties, and early Thursday morning 
they began to pour in from every di- 
rection, and long before noon there 
were more people present than we 
ever saw assembled, upon the same 
grounds, on any any former occasion. 

"The day was unpropitious, yet 
the display of stock was all that 
that could be reasonably expected, 
and everything passed off harmoni- 
ously and to the satisfaction of most 
persons present. 

"The great feature of the concern 
was Industrial Hall, a large circular 
j building in which all the works of art 
and industry were displayed for ex- 
amination. We were on the grounds 
but a few hours on Thursday, and 
could give this grand feature of the 
fair only a partial and very imper- 
fect examination. W .W. Pike's Ro- 
tary Printing Press in full motion, 
throwing off impressions at the rate 
of 2,000 per hour, and we were 
pleased to learn that he was the re- 
cipient of all the premiums offered 
for the different kinds of printing, 
offered by the Association. The 
blankets, jeans, quilts, counterpanes, 
and other specimens of ladies' han- 
diwork, were beautiful and could not 
well be excelled by any competitors, 
and some of the specimens of em- 
broidery were truly fine. Indeed, 
everything in that department was 
about as good as it could be, and we 
only regreb that we did not have 
time to give it a more extended ex- 
amination and notice. 

"To the politeness of our old 
friends, W. W. Mitchell, S. M. Hib- 
ler and A. M. Brown, Esqrs., we are 
indebted for polite attentions and the 
freedom of the Fair grounds during 
our visit. They are gentlemanly 
officers and discharge their respect- 
ive duties in a manner highly credit- 
able to themselves and the society. 

"After having dined sumptuously 
with some Covington friends, at the 
board of a junior member of the 
Pike family, we left for home in the 
stage, where we arrived about dark 
on Thursday evening. 

"Notwithstanding we were highly 
pleased with all we saw while there, 
we cannot avoid thinking that our 
Bourbon friends will have to do bet- 
ter another year, or fall behind their 
competitors. Other societies have 
sprung up in the adjoining counties 
and in different parts of the State, 
which bid fair not only to rival, but 
to excel 'Old Bourbon' in agricul- 
tural, horticultural and mechanical 
displays, and are consequently at- 
tracting a large amount of public at- 
tention. It is not for us to say in 
what particulars the Bourbon Fairs 
shall be modified. We leave that to

— The 
prohibition enforcement bill, de- 
scribed by members opposing it as 
drastic enough to invite a Presiden- 
tial veto, finally passed today by the 
Houfce.

AMERICAN FLEET TO PAY MEX- 
ICO A VISIT. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.— The Pa- 
cific fleet is being rushed to Mexican 
waters following the report that 
American seamen from the United 
States ship Cheyenne were held up 
and robbed by Mexicans. 

The fleet, under command of Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman, Kentuckian, 
has been officially ordered to the Pa- 
cific coast, but it is stated on good 
authority here that the 200 vessels 
comprising the flotilla, will cast 
anchor in several Mexican ports and 
demand to know "why." 

The fleet of warships which left 
Hampton Roads, were joined Sunday 
by scores of destroyers and other 
craft, and by the time Mexican wa- 
ters are reached will number more 
than 200 vessels. 

In spite of the expected "stop 
off" in Mexican waters, the fleet is 
scheduled to arrive at the Panama 
Canal, July 25, at San Diego, Cal., 
August 7, and San Francisco, 
August 17. 

Tension in the relations between 
the United States and Mexico has 
been increased by the Administra- 
tion's determination to demand 
prompt satisfaction from the Mexi- 
can Government for the robbery of 
American seamen on board the 
launch of the United States steam- 
ship, Cheyenne, coupled with Presi- 
dent Wilson's intention to press an 
inquiry into the Carroll murder case. 

No attempt is made by Washing- 
ton officials to disguise the fact that 
Washington regards the situation as 
serious. 

Mexico has not only earned the en- 
mity and suspicion of the United 
States, but the allied nations as well, 
at least two of which (Great Britain 
and France) have large bills to pre- 
sent against the Mexican Govern- 
ment for destruction of properties 
owned by their citizens. 

For this reason the enforced ac- 
counting of Mexico for her misdeeds 
will not take place merely because 
the United States desires it. Other 
nations are equally insistent that 
steps shall be taken to bring it 
about. Great Britain, France and 
Holland all have their claims, which 
they have tried to press through 
diplomatic channels. 

These countries have a common 
cause against Mexico, and that Gov- 
ernment has answered each of them 
in the same insolent manner. 

The day of reckoning will deal 
with the many millions of dollars' 
worth of American property that 
has been destroyed and the more than 
300 American citizens who have been 
ruthlessly murdered south of the Rio 
Grande. The United States is cer- 
tain to demand more than attempted 
explanation or open apology from 
the Carranza regime for the continu- 
ed abuses which American citizens 
have suffered in Mexican territory. 



BURNING BALLOON ALIGHTS 
CHICAGO BANK ROOF

CHICAGO, July 24. — The 
Trust amd Savings (bank, 



Illinois 
Jackson 

b^mlevard and La Salle street, in the 
heart of Chicago's shopping district, 
was converted in the twinkling of an 
eye Monday afternoon from a place 
of bustling business activity into a 
scene of death and destruction. 

Literally, the fatal bolt came out 
of a clear sky. Unseen and unsus- 
pected by the bank employes engross- 
ed in their duties, a giant dirigible 
balloon passing 500 feet above the 
structure, suddenly burst into flames- 
Crumpling to earth like a bird 
wounded in flight, the mammoth air- 
craft plunged downward. 

Spectators in the street were 
stricken motionless with horror when 
they beheld the balloon dropping 
with its gas bag afire and witnessed 
the desperate efforts of the pilot 
and the four passengers to save 
themselves by means of their para- 
chutes. 

Inside the bank there was noth- 
ing to warn the workers of the swift- 
ly-descending doom. It was past the 
regular banking hours, but the clerks 
were still busy at their various 
desks. A shadow fell across the 
marble rotunda as if a cloud were 
passing over the huge skylight in 
the top of the structure. The next 
instant there was a deafening crash, 
and the whole building seemed to be 
enveloped in flames, through which 
could be heard the screams and 
groans of the wounded. 

The present toll of 11 dead may 
be increased, as several of the 26 
injured are so badly hurt that they 
are not expected to live. Nine of the 
11 killed were employes of the bank, 
while the other two were passengers 
in the balloon. One of the latter 
was Earl Davenport, former sporting 
writer, who was publicity man for 
the Chicago amusement park, for 
which the dirigible was making its 
flight. Davenport apparently did not 
get an opportunity to jump, as did 
the other occupants, for his body 
was hurled through the bank roof 
and burned to a crisp. Carl Weaver, 
mechanic, of Akron, O., the other 
passenger who lost his life, attempted 
to leap from the burning machine 
with his parachute, but was caught 
in the falling balloon and burned 
J. A. Boettner, the civilian pilot of 
the ill-fated airship, was the only ( 
one to land without injury. 




HOUSE OF COMMONS COMPLETES 
CONSIDERATION OF PEACE 



LONDON, July 24.— At what was 
virtually an all-night session, the 
House of Commons completed its con- 
sideration of both the German peace 
treaty and the Anglo-French conven- 
tion. 

The bill carrying approval of the 
German treaty was considered in 
committee of the whole, exciting 
lengthy debate, in which Premier 
Lloyd George took an active part. 
The bill was then placed before the 
House and passed its third reading, 
after a motion by John Devlin to re- 
ject it as a protest against the Pre- 
mier's attitude toward Ireland had 
been defeated by 163 to 4. 

Then at 3 a. m. the Anglo-French 
pact was taken up and the bill ap- 
proving it was unanimously adopted 
after a short but sharp debate in 
which the argument that the treaty 
was not consistent with the spirit of 
the League of Nations failed to find 
any substantial echo. 

The German treaty passed through 
all its stages. 

In concluding his speech on the 
treaty Premier Lloyd George, while 
making no claim of perfection for it, 
expressed confidence that any defects 
would be remedied by the League of 
Nations. Notwithstanding its imper- 
fections, the Premier declared the 
treaty would stand as "a lignthouse 
in the deep and a warning to nations 
and rulers of nations against the 
peril which the German Empire 
shattered itself
